place, coiled and rattling men­ 
acingly.

Serious Crimes 
Through America 
Continue Rising 
Bv RUSSELL KIRK 
In this year's preliminary re­ 
port on serious crimes, the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
finds that violence and other 
serious offenses continue to in­ 
crease. in this land of liberty, 
far faster than does population. 
At elast one out of every IOO 
people was the victim of a crim­ 
inal last year; the average rate 
of increase of crimes was 13 
per cent, in one year's time. 
Cases of forcible rape in­ 
creased by 19 per cent in 19G4* 
Shameful offenses against wom­ 
en have been the most dismal 
aspect of criminal increase for 
the past several years. Evidence 
suggests, incidentally, that the 
astounding mildness of some 
judges toward the sexually vio­ 
lent is one reason for this na­ 
tional disgrace. In a number of 
notorious cases during 19M. the 
courts merely placed on proba­ 
tion convicted ravishers. 
The increasing flood of por­ 
nographic and quasi-pomogra- 
phie 
publications 
too, 
does 
something to augment sexual 


j violence. When lubricity and 
lust seem to meet with no ob­ 
stacle in print or films, psy­ 
chopaths' appetites are inflamed 
by constant vicarious s e x u a l 
stimulation; and juvenile delin­ 
quents' morbid immaturity be­ 
comes focussed on sexual ag­ 
gression. It is some small con­ 
solation. incidentally, that re­ 
sponsible newspapers increas­ 
ingly decline to publish salaci- 


j ous movie advertisements. 
Aggravated assault has in­ 
creased nearly as alarmingly. 
in the past year. as has the 
crime of rape. “Racial" agita­ 
tion and hostility are among the 
principal causes of this latter 
violence, and account in lesser 
part, it appears, for the in­ 
crease of rape. 
The new sprawling suburbs 
suffer most in this triumph of 
criminals — in part because 
there are fewer pedestrians and 
patrolmen to interrupt marau­ 
ders. Rural areas are least trou­ 
bled. and the North-C e n t r a I 
states are more lawabiding 
than are the other principal re­ 
gions of America. Yet every­ 
where, crime marches on. 
President Johnson proposes to 
Congress a series of measures 
to deal with the diseases of vio­ 
lence and fraud. But no amount 
of expenditure from the federal 
treasury can. of itself, effective­ 
ly reduce the scope of crone; 
and merely decreeing new “fed­ 
eral" offenses is small deter­ 
rent to criminals. 
As this commentator has sug­ 
gested repeatedly in r e c e n t 
weeks, only a revival of duty 
and sane courage among av­ 
erage Americans can effectively 
deal with the human predator. 
lf most Americans behave like 
sheep an F.B.I. with a hundred 
thousand agents cannot save 
them.
